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HELP YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
PREVENT FIRES —IT PAYS! 


Prevention is one of the most important phases of all fire 
effort. This is particularly true of forest fire control work. 
Preventing forest fires preserves valuable forest growth and 
other property, conserves man power and permits their use 
in productive channels, saves taxpayers’ money and con- 
serves fire fighting equipment. 

The prevention of forest fires is the most important and 
difficult part of the work of your forest fire warden who 
heads a local organization set up primarily for the security 
of your community’s forest property. Appointed by the 
State Forester, upon recommendation of the Selectmen, he 
is charged by law with the responsibility of local administra- 
tion of forest fire laws, fire prevention and suppression. In 
his work he is aided by deputy forest fire wardens who, in 
emergency, may assume his power and authority. The 
warden is guided in his work by instructions received from 
the State Forester and by the District Fire Chief who rep- 
resents the State Forester. 

The importance and value of the work of the forest fire 
warden and his deputies is, perhaps, best appreciated during 
hazardous periods when fire danger is greatest. The public, 
however, looks to him at all times for speedy and economical 
suppression of going fires. 

To properly fulfill his mission, the warden needs the 
generous and understanding co-operation of the public at 
large. He attempts to secure this co-operation by the post- 
ing of caution notices, news items and by word of mouth, 
always carefully explaining the necessity of restrictions im- 
posed. In the matter of giving co-operation, however, the 
public often fails. The record shows that an average of 
7,300 acres of woodland are burned over by forest fires in 
New Hampshire each year. Analysis of fire causes reveal 
the fact that more than 98 per cent of all forest fires are, 
consistently, the result of human carelessness and are pre- 
ventable. 

The careless smoker fails to properly extinguish his 
cigar, cigarette or pipe ashes or thoughtlessly throws 
them from the car window; the debris burner fails or re- 
fuses to consult the warden, as the law requires when the 
ground is not covered with snow, before attempting to burn; 
campers fail to properly extinguish their fires or frequently 
build fires when conditions are unfavorable. 


The elimination of human causes from the forest fire | 
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problem is the answer. This is not as difficult of accom- 
plishment as it might appear at first glance. Let each one 
who reads this—

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LEMPSTER TOWN FOREST 
CHAIRMAN’S REPORT — JANUARY, 1947 


At the 1946 Town Meeting the report of the committee 
on the Long Pond Town Lands was submitted to the towns- 
people who voted to set aside as a Town Forest those lands 
recommended by the committee. The same committee and 
chairman were retained, the Selectmen being members of 
the committee. According to state law all funds from the 
sale of forest products from Town Forests were to be paid 
into the Town Treasury but it was voted to set aside any - 
such funds for the development of the property. It was 
also voted to appropriate $100.00 toward repairing the old 
town road into the Phineas Richardson Place and $150.00 
for the improvement of the road from that place into Long 
Pond. 

No formal committee meetings were held in 1946 but 
your chairman endeavored to keep the various members in- 
formed as to progress and sought their opinion on all im- 
portant matters. The most necessary requisite was to 
secure as soon as possible a working capital for improve- 
ment and construction of access roads and to finance a 
cordwood cutting operation. 

With this in mind the whole area was scouted by your 
chairman and the County Forester, William Dussault and 
on the basis of this survey it was decided to sell the hard- 
wood on the southeast corner against Washington. An 
estimate based on a 16% cruise of. this area showed the 
presence of 207 M. B. F. of timber 10” diameter breast high 
and above.. This was a gross figure and did not allow for 
cull which is likely to run high in old hardwoods. After 
spending several days in marking and ‘tallying the timber 
and trying to estimate cull we decided to offer for sale all 
hard and soft maple, yellow birch, and ash to a 15” stump 
diameter and all beech to a 10” stump diameter. The small 
amount of spruce was in large trees and this was retained 
for possible future town use in building. The amount of 
cut would be about 135 M. B. F. Several buyers looked 
over the lot and a favorable bid was received from Sprague 
and Carlton of Keene. They plan to cut the lot this sum- 
mer, trucking the logs to their mill in Washington. This 
obviates the need to rebuild all the bridges on the mountain 
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road if the lumber was to come out through Lempster. Per- 
mission was secured from George Buffam at a price to be 
borne by the purchaser to truck the logs over a road already 
existing on his land. 

On August 15 members of State Planning and Developing 
Commission Messrs. Taney, Sanborn, and Brennan met with 
the selectmen and your Chairman and the county forester 
and reviewed the road and pond giving valuable informa- 
tion on this part of the development. The system of leas- 
ing lots was explained and shown that it has worked out 
well in another New Hampshire town. 

Your chairman with the assistance of Selectman, Lucius 
'H. Nichols, laid out a location for a road into the pond 
shore all on town forest lands. 

The lack of available labor and the fact that your chair- 
man would not find time to spend on both forestry and 
construction prevented much progress on the construction 
of the road. The Selectmen secured permission from the 
town of Washington to buy gravel from their pit near the 
property and a town crew spent one day graveling the en- 
trance road. In all 40 loads of gravel were spread and two 
culverts were laid at a cost of $69.20. 

Five culverts for the minor drainage were ordered and 
secured. The cost of these was $104.16. Balsam fir 
Christmas trees were sold from the tract. This served a 
double purpose. It cut down the amount of balsam on the 
tract which is a good thing as balsam is a short lived tree 
and when present in large numbers invite insect attack and 
it provided funds to pay for the culverts. In all $176.20 
was taken in. 

The construction of two small bridges, laving the culverts 
and culldozing the road into the pond will have to wait until 
this summer but with material at hand and with funds avail- 
able from the sale of timber this should progress. At the 
large cove at the end of this road a good beach could be 
made at little cost. The slope is gradual at this point, but 
with plenty of deep water off the ledges for diving. 

Negotiations have been gone into with adjoining property 
owners to establish corners and boundary lines. It is hoped 
that satisfactory arrangements can be worked out so as to 
eliminate a large amount of expensive survey work to 
straighten out the boundary lines and by acquisition of cer- 
tain small areas have better control of property. 

Due to the difficulties due to distance and available time 
your chairman makes the following recommendations: 
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1. That the committee elect one of its members as a 
construction foreman, a business manager, a secre- 
tary and treasurer. 


2. That all records be kept by the secretary in a book 
purchased for that purpose. 


3. That regular meetings be held so that all will be in- 
formed of progress and to keep the work moving. 


This will leave your chairman free to work on boundary 
lines, type maps and other forestry work, and general ad- 
ministrative duties. 

While progress during the past year may appear to be 
small they have been on a sound basis and with money to 
work with, materials at hand and a local man in charge of 
construction we should have an access road to the pond by 
midsummer. | 

Your chairman wishes to thank all who have helped this 
past vear and is especially grateful to Lucius H. Nichols 
for his unfailing interest and very material help and to 
County Forester, William Dussault for his help in the 
matter of the timber sale.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Lempster School Board: 


I herewith submit. my first annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 

I have enjoyed the helpfulness and patience of the School 
Board, the co-operation of the parents and townspeople, the 
seriousness of purpose of the teachers and the steadfastness 
of purpose and friendliness of the pupils. In such an 
atmosphere education should continue to progress. 

The schools are in the hands of two competent, experi- 
enced teachers and the work has been very satisfactory. A 
much more wholesome condition exists this year under 
their guidance. | 

It was deemed best again this year to serve one hot dish a 
day to supplement the contents of the lunch pails during the 
winter months rather than try to meet the requirements set 
up by the Federal Government in their Hot Lunch Pro- 
gram. In another year, when the Federal Program be- 
comes simplified, it is hoped that Lempster will take 
advantage of that program. The benefits to be derived are 
numerous but it is questionable that we would be able to 
fulfill all the requirements with the facilities now at our 
disposal. 

The grading project on the Lempster Street School 
grounds is a very worthwhile one, and should be brought 
to a completion next year if possible. It will mean a much 
larger play area for the children and, once completed, will 
make it possible to erect some much needed playground 
equipment. It is very commendable that a community as 
a whole should get behind such a project so whole- 
heartedly. When a School Board, Mothers’ Club, Town 
Highway Department, Parents and Friends of the School 
can co-operate to find a solution to a local problem there 
is no limit to what can be accomplished. 


‘ 
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Although not directly under their jurisdiction at the 
present time, the School Board should be and is very much 
concerned over the High School Transportation problem. 
An effort was made to find a workable solution through the 
co-operation of the Newport Board. Although this effort 
proved fruitless, the offer of the local transporter to carry 
the pupils to high school has been highly satisfactory. A 
town is indeed fortunate in having the local drivers inter- 
ested in the welfare of all of the children. The town is 
not only indebted to Mr. Thomas for this service but also 
to Mr. Allen who kindly resumed his faithful competent 
driving again this year. 

Realizing that the costs of all departments of the town 
are increasing and that the taxpayers are interested in keep- 
ing the tax rate as low as possible, every effort to curtail un- 
necessary expenses in the schools is being made. However, 
we should realize that the education’ of our children is an 


investment in the future and necessary expenses are justi- 
fable.
